Singer who chaired the meeting in the absence of Dean Taddeo.

4. Curriculum Committee Repcrt - Master of Arts in Public Policy and 
Public Administration Report 34G (ASFC 82-6-D4, ASFC 82=-7-DT) 

Provost Singer asked Asst. Dean Drysdale to report on the outcome 

of the decision of Council at its last meeting to delay considera- 

tion of the Political Science Department's submission on a modifica- 

tion to the Master of Arts in Public Policy and Public Administration. 

It had been decided to send the report back to the Curriculum Commit- 

tee; to ask the Asst. Dean to consult with the parties concerned and 

then to report back to Council at this meeting. 


Prof. Drysdale prefaced his remarks by reporting first on the action 
of the University Curriculum Coordinating Committee on the other items 
that were on its agenda from action of Council in its previous meet-

ing which included the present Curriculum submission as well. 


Pro®. Drysdale continued by saying that all the new programmes which 
had been approved in the last meeting of Council were approved by 

the U.C.C.C. for recommendation to Senate. Secondly, the changes 
which were approved by Council to the T.E.S.L. B.Ed. programme were 
also approved by U.C.C.C. Changes to the E.S.L. curriculum were 
approved. However, the question of the date of implementation was 
not resolved by the committee. The committee was split on the 
question of whether to implement the changes in the Fall of 1982 

or June of 1983. He said ‘the question would be dealt with by Assoc. 
Vice-Rector James Whitelaw who would report to Senate on May 28, 
Fourth, the proposed change to the calendar entry on Joint programmes 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science was postponed until the Fall by 


U.C.C.C. 


Pertaining to the item on the agenda, Prof. Drysdale reported that 
the Internship Option, M.A. in Public Policy and Public Administra- 
tion was approved by U.C.C.C., as it was by the Board of Graduate 
Studies, for presentation to Senate on May 28, subject to the action 
of Council at this meeting in ratifying the report now before it. 


Prof. Drysdale reported that a meeting had been convened among the 
persons listed in document ASFC 82-7-D1, M.A. in Public Policy and 
Public Administration, on May 17. It was regarded by all as a useful 
meeting and.as the first of several which should take place. What 
was resolved was that in the future there must be greater coordina- 


tion between: the two programmes with regard to their respective intern- 


shi rogrammes and inter a . im- 
Sorcant goint was that a pee ynaiib had bechnade Fic cenee caeton 3 
and coordination between two programmes which have some overlapping 
interests as far as their students are concerned. He thought it 
would be of interest to Council to know that graduates of the pro- 
gramme in the School of Community and Public Affairs, if they decide 
to go on to graduate work, may. enroll in the M.A. in Public Policy 
and Public Administration, so it was important that these programmes 
be seen as related to one another even though not administratively 


in the same unit. 


It was moved and seconded (Lightstone/Bindon) to approve the proposed 
Internship Option, M.A. in Public Policy and Public Administration 
as indicated in document ASFC 82-7-D1. 


Prof. MacLeod asked why the date for the report to the Assistant Dean 
of Curriculum, to be submitted by the Coordinators of the programmes, 
had been set for May 1983, rather than earlier, when there would not 
be so many deadlines to meet on other matters. 


It was agreed that the date be one month earlier. 


Prof. Doyle suggested that the phrase “provisional implementation" 
in the first section of the recommendation be changed to make it less 
ambiguous.

Following a discussion on the intended purpose of including the 
word "provisional" in the recommendation, it was moved and seconded 
(Chaikelson/Bindon) to delete the word "provisional" from in modifi- 
cation 1). 


Prof. Shames thought that the amendment should be changed to "for 
implementation for a one-year term". 


Prof. Bindon indicated that she was amenable to any alteration that 
would make it clear that the notion of immediate implementation of 
of the programme was simply for the unusual and immediate cases. 
One of her concerns was that the resolution to be sent to Senate 
not give the impression that the programme is to be implemented in 
June. She felt that it would be wiser to insure that we were more 
than clear in stating that the ideas and actions were hinged, that 
the meetings and the elaboration framework were essential to final 
and full implementation; that while we agreed to the programme 

in principle, it was understood that it was rather more complex in 
terms of practical workout, That is why she thought there ought to 
be some contingent wording with the motion of implementation. 


Prof. Chaikelson pointed out that there were two problems to be re- 
solved, first the matter of whether there whould be an internship 
option in the programme, secondly, if there was agreement that there 
be an internship option, how the problems of co-operation can be 
worked out. 


Prof. Sahni reminded Council that the reason approval of the proposed 
option had been tabled was that the concerned departments had not 
been consulted and he believed, to that extent, the meeting called 

by Prof. Drysdale had solved the problem. The second concern was 
that of co-ordination and he thought that the stipulation under 

item 2) assured that. 


Mr. Murray suggested that the amendment include a second part stat- 
ing that the details on implementation of this programme bec contingent 
upon consultation between the Department of Political Science and 

the School of Community and Public Affairs. 


Prof. Lightstone asked to change his motion to read simply "that 
the Council approve the Internship Option in the M.A. in Public 
policy and Public Administration". Prof. Bindon agreed to the change. 


Dean Chaikelson withdrew her amendment with the approval of the secon- 
der. 


The question was called on the motion to approve the Internship 
Option in the M.A. in Public Policy and Public Administration and 
was carried. 

It was moved and seconded (Lightstone/Bindon) that implementation 
of the Internship Option of the M.A. in Public Policy and Public 
Administration be governed by the fotlowing understanding: 1) that 


the effective date of provisional implementation of the Internship 
Option be June 1982; 2) a framework of cooperation and co-ordination 
between the two programmes (SCPA and PPPA) regarding internship 
Placements with the Quebec government be elaborated in 1982-83. The 
co-ordinators of both internship programmes shall provide the 
Assistant Dean of Curriculum with a report on this matter for pres- 
entation to Council in April 1983. 


Prof. Chaikelson suggested that the date be moved to January 1983. 
It was so agreed. 


Prof. Kalman suggested that the first portion of the motion be worded 
"that the Internship Option be implemented for a one-year term effec- 
tive June 1982. 


Prof. Ross objected to the one-year term saying that Council should 
express some confidence in the collective commitment of Prof. 

Bindon and himself as well as in the programme by not limiting imple- 
mentation to one year, but by approving implementation subject to 

a framework of cooperation. 


Prof. Lightstone suggested that what might be done would be, as in 
other special cases, to have the Dean of Graduate Studies approve, 
retroactively, the internships done by the two special students if 
arrangements can be made for them to do the Internship work this 
summer. If this were possible then the date in the frist-motion 
could be changed to January 1983 and the second date to December 


1982. 


Dean Chaikelson suggested the following wording: "That Council 
approve the implementation of the Internship option for June 1982 
on an jnterim basis; final implementation subject to the elabora- 
tion of a framework of co-operation and co-ordination between the 
two programmes......"3 and that the final date be changed to Janu- 
ary 1983. 


Prof. Lightstone agreed to change his motion to the new working 
given by Prof. Chaikelson. 


The motion was voted on and was carried. 


Other Business 


Provost Singer drew the attention of Council to a misunderatanding 
which had arisen concerning a graduation prize. He explained that a 
prize had been endowed by Prof. Donald Fraser, a: member of the Geog- 
raphy Department, which was not being awarded this year. He asked 
Prof. Slack to provide the details for Council.

Prof. Slack said that Prof. Fraser had informed him that he was en- 
dowing a personal prize, that he had given a sum of money to the 
University last Fall to establish a book prize that was to be awarded 
to students who received the best grade in certain courses, some in 
Geography, some in Biology. Prof. Slack said he received this infor- 
mation and that Prof. Fraser made an announcement in a staff meeting, 
but that it was never considered at a meeting of the Department. 

They had understood that it was a personal prize. Then, apparently, 
late last week, Prof. Slack received a note from the Registrar saying 
that he required some official proof of the prize, and since the 
Department had not discussed the matter Prof. Slack wrote to Prof. 
Fraser indicating that because it was a personal prize he doubted the 
groundwork been established very clearly and as it involved another 
department, he did not think that the Geography Department alone 
should take responsibility for it. 


Having heard of this situation only that morning, Provost Singer said 
that his reaction was that however badly we might feel about the Uni- 
versity accepting money for a prize and then not acting further on 

the matter, the fact remained that this prize had never been discussed 
either at the department level or at the Council level. He suggested 
that the departments concerned be asked to examine the matter in the 
course of the next year and that the Registrar be asked to provide 
more information for the September meeting of Council so that the 
appropriate action can be taken next year. He said that he would 
bring something to Council in September, but under the circumstances 
he could not see how Council could proceed in this case, therefore 

he had decided not to bring it up under Departmental and Other Prizes.
